Mr. Truman's suggestion Is hlfthly sensible, 
and the response of buslnes.n seems increas- 
ingly puzzling. Why must prices continue to 
climb where buyer nahtance has reached 
such a pitch that production has to be cur- 
tailed? It doesn't make sense. Manufacturers 
emphasize that labor costs arc their chief 
expenditure. Yet In most Industries labor 
costs are governed by yearly contract. This 
does not ejtplaln month-by-month price ad- 
vances. 

Business paper editors seem agreed that a 
recession, or readjustment, is on the way. 
probably before next fall, it will probably 
come about, they say. by a continuation of 
the present price trend. They predict It wilt 
end when prices reach a sensible level In bal- 
ance with buying power. 

"mat result would be good, of course. But 
the remedy seems unnecessarily drastic and 
risky. There would surely be unemployment, 
and this could ver>- well be accompanied by 
resentment and agitation. In fact, there could 
be no guaranteed safeguard against panic In 
such a planless correction. 

The state of the world at the time this pre- 
dicted recession occurred could cause un- 
forsecn results. The American economic sys- 
tem, for ail Its accomplishments and promise 
Is the object of many skeptical looks and hard 
words today. Capitalism L-in'l what you would 
call the world's pin-up phllo-^ophy at the 
moment. E;-cn a mild depression might have 
a profound effect on America's international 
position. 

This Lt taking the gloomy view, but It Is a 
view that ought to be con-Mdered. A lot of 
bu.'ilncssmen seem to agree with the theor:,- 
that prices should be reduced. Most of them i 
asTce that the higher thev gn the farther 
thcyil fall. Cause and effect have hern neatly I 
biaeprinied many time.-;. But too lew are lol- i 
lowing the blueprint. I
